Lattimore Gives 
Details Of Memo 
Written For U. S. 


WASHINGTON, 
April 
3.—UP) 


—Owen Lattimore disclosed today 
he advised the state department 
seven months ago that the Unit- 
ed States should "avoid prema- 
ture or excessive strategic deplay- 
ment in the Far East." 
Lattimore's view was given in 
a 
confidential memorandum he 
submitted to a state department 
advisory .group last Aug. 18. 


It was made public today fol- 
lowing a demand by Senator Mc- 
Carthy (R-Wis) who has charged 
Lattimore 
with being a "Soviet 
agent" and the "architect" 
of 
American Far East policy. 


The sjate department declined 
to make the Lattimore recommen- 
dations public, saying they were 
"solicited 
in 
confidence." 
But 
Lattimore gave the material out 
himself. 


Lattimore's memoranda 
includ- 
ed the advice that the United 
States 
should 
abandon 
further 
support 
of 
Chiang- 
Kai-Shek, 
avoid trying to bring trade pres- 
sure on Communist China, 
and 
withdraw 
as soon as 
possible 


from 
"entanglements" 
in 
South

His advice against "premature 
or excessive" commitments in the 
Orient was given in connection 
with a recommendation on deal- 
Ing with Soviet Russia. 
"If there is to be war, it' can 
only be won by defeating Russia 
—not 
Northern Korea, or Viet- 
nam, ore even China," Lattimore 
said. 


PRESIDENT INFORMS SENATOR 
HE IS ORDERING OFFICIALS TO 
IGNORE FILES SUBPOENAS

KEY WEST, Fla., April 3—ISP)— 
President Truman today formally 
notified 
Senator Tydings (D-Md) 
that hi has ordered federal officials 
to ignore subpoenas asking 
them 
to surrender loyalty files of accus- 
ed state department employes. 


"No President has 
ever 
com- 
plied with an order of the legis- 
lative branch directing the exe- 
cutive branch to produce confi- 
dential 
documents, the disclos- 
ure of which was considered by 
the President to be contrary to 
the public 
Interest." 
Truman 
wrote Tydings. 
Tydings is chairman of a senate 


foreign relations subcommittee in- 
vestigating charges by Senator Mc- 
Carthy (R-Wis.) that the state de- 
partment is overran with Commun- 
ist sympathizers. 
The president first refused a re- 
quest from Tydings for the loyalty 
files. Tydings countered by serv- 
ing subpoenas on Secretary of State 
Acheson, 
Attorney General 
Mc- 
Grath 
and Chairman Harry 
B. 


Mitchell of the Civil Service Com- 
mission calling for the files. 
Truman said today he had di- 
rected 
the three "not to comply 


with the subpoenas." 
"The 
disclsure 
of these 
files 


would seriously prejudice the 
fu- 
ture effectiveness and usefulness 
of the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation as an investigative agency; 
the embarrassment, and even dan- 
ger, to those who have given con- 
fidential information cannot 
be 
over-emphasized," he said. 
"Disclosure would not only de- 
prive the Federal Bureau of In- 


vestigation and other investiga- 
tive agencies of the government 
of the availability of those con- 
fidential Informants In the 
fu- 
ture, but would also gravely im- 
pair their ability to gather con- 
fidential information from other 
sources as well." 
Disclosure of the files, Truman 
contended, would not keep disloya 
people out of .government, but "im 
pair the very' effective means we 
now have for accomplishing tha 
purpose." 


The files, he added, do not 
con- 
tain 
"proven information alone' 


but 
include 
many 
"unverifnec 
charges and allegations, leads ant 
suspicions." 
"Disclosure of the 
files would 


therefore, result in serious injus- 
tice to, and damage.to the reputa- 
tions of, many innocent persons,' 
the president asserted. 
He added that constitutional pre- 
cedents support "without any ques- 
tion" his authority "to take the po- 
sition I have in this matter.". 
Truman said presidents who have 


faced the same issue "have uni- 
formly rejected 
such 
encroach- 


ments on the constitutional power 
of the president," and cited Wash- 
ington. Monroe, Jackson and Cleve- 
land. 


Meanwhile, the 
administration 
undertook to find some way of 
preventing a drastic "dollar gap" 
crisis when Marshall plan aid to 
countries abroad halts in 1952. 
The key figure in this latest dip- 
lomatic-tconomic maneuver is schol- 
arly Gordon Gray, who is leaving 
his post as secretary of the Army

Prague Clergy

PRAGUE. Czechoslovakia, April

dio said 10 Roman Catholic clergy- 
men on trial for treason testified 
today they took orders from the 
Papal Nunciature in Prague. 
The Communist-led government 
last month ordered the expulsion 
of Msgr. Ottavio De Liva, charge 
d'affaires at the Nunciature—the 
diplomatic office of the Vatican. 
The trial opened Friday and 
may run until Wednesday when 
a verdict' is expected. The radio 
gave no further details on the 
:lergymen's 
testimony.

Four Big Electrical Companies Due 
To Face Pension, Pay Boost Demands 


PITTSBURGH, April 
3.—UP)— 
Four big electrical companies em- 
ploying more than 300,000 work- 
ers are going to receive demands 
soon for wage boosts and pension 
and welfare benefits. 


The question is who will do the 
asking—the new CIO Internation- 
al Union of Electrical Workers or 
the Independent United Electri- 
cal Workers. 
The companies are Westing- 
houso Electric Corporation, Gen- 
eral Electric Company, tho elec- 
trical division of General 
Mo- 
tors Corporation, 
and Sylvanla 
Electric 
Products 
CoTipany. 
None now have pension or In- 
surance plans wholly 
financed 
by the employer. 
The new CIO-IUE union has a 
contract 
now with General Mo- 
tors, won through a National La- 
bor Relations Board election. Sim- 
ilar bargaining elections are to 
be held within 
the next 
few 
weel-s. 
The two niajor unions on the 


ballot will be the CIO group and 
the new Independent UE which 
was ousted from the CIO r.everal 
months ago for what CIO Presi- 
dent Philip Murray described as 
left-wing tendencies. 


Th« new CIO Union decided on 


its contract goals following three 
days of closed door sessions here, 
The IUE claims to have 210,000 
members in the fold—all former 
members of the UE. 


The IUE didn't specify -its wage 
increase desires for men now av- 
eraging about $1.41 an hour. How- 
ever, the union says it wants a 
minimum pension of $125 month- 
ly-The pension and social insur- 
ance objectives are patterned af- 
ter those sought last year in the 
steel industry. 
But what role, if 
any, social security would play in 
the proposed pension was Hot in- 
dicated. 


The CIO United Steelworkers 


obtained $100 monthly pensions, 
including social 
security. 
The IDE says it will also seek 
Improved vacation plant, 
nine 
paid 
holidays, elimination 
of 


wage Inequities, and other ben- 
efits which vary 
slightly 
be- 
tween the companies. 
CIO 
President 
Murray, • ad- 
dressing the IUE leaders, took oc- 
casion to issue a scathing denun- 
ciation of Communists.

Dodge, boat rental dock attendant, 
had identified an Associated Press 
wirephoto of Donay as his myster- 
'ous patron. A wallet left as secur- 
ty for the rented vessel contained 
a driver's license issued to Donay, 
McDavid said. 


Several hours after the man was 


due to return with the 
boat, a 
search was begun in waters sur- 
rounding this island 20 miles off 
the Log Angeles harbor. McDavid 


said the boat had its running lights 
on but the ignition was off when 
found eight miles northeast of Av- 
alon. The boat contained only a 
clothing-filled suitcase, he said. 


The drifting vessel was found 


some 125 miles south of Point Ar- 
guello, 
where coast guardsmen

crushing program, CCC will buy 
when the market price of cotton- 
seed to farmers falls below the 
support level. Ginners will be of- 
fered an opportunity to enter into 
agreements with the CCC to buy 
cottonseed for the CCC, the ginne'r 
being paid a fee for purchasing, 
storing, handling and forwarding 
the seed to the oil mill for process- 
ing. Oil millers will be offered ag- 
reements with the CCC to provide 
for a toll-crushinn; fee on the cot- 
tonseed.

Truman Okays 
Brannan's Plan 


'Avoid Makeshift Legislation, Get 
Busy On Fundamentals,' Solons Told 


WASHINGTON. April 3—(/P)—President Truman asked congress 


anew today to enact the Brannan Plan xvlth Its dual goal of 
cheaper prices for perishable crops and direct government pay- 
ment to farmers. 


In an 1,800-word message to the lawmakers Truman urged them 


to avoid "makeshift legislation" and get busy on fundamental Im- 
provements In a farm program he said would assure fair prices 
to both farmers and consumers.* The message also gave specific 
reasons why the president last week 
signed a new cotton-peanut-potato 
law in which he saw objectionable 
features. He said he accepted it 
only because good features seemed 
to outweight the bad. 


"I urge the congress." he wrote 
today, "to proceed to consider fun- 
damental improvements in our ag- 
ricultural legislation to 
make 
it 


more efficient, less costly and more 
conductive to abundant production 
of farm crops, yielding a fair re- 
turn 
to 
farmers, and selling at 


prices consumers can afford."

United States Supreme Court Will Get 
Arguments On Segregation Statutes 


BY PAUL M. YOST 


WASHINGTON, April 3.—IS>>— 
The Supreme Court today takes up 
the question of whether enforced 
segregation of negroes violates the 
constitution. 


Up to now the legal doctrine has 


been that if "separate but equal" 
facilities are provided there is no 
unlawful discrimination against ne- 
groes. 
Three negroes, with the sup- 
port of the Justice Department, 
now ask the highest tribunal to 
rip out the judicial props to seg- 
regation with a ruling that "equal 
rights" must always mean the 
same, identical rights. 
Some lawyers say such a ruling 


could mean that Jim Crow would 
be legally dead in this 
country. 


Most racial segregation in the Unit- 
ed States has been based on the 
"separate but equal" doctrine. 


A preliminary brief filed by So- 


licitor General Philip B. Perlman, 
the government's lawyer before the 
Supreme Court, asserts: 
"Equal facilities, 
if separate, 
are rarely ever equal in a physical 
sense. 
In most situations they 
have been used to cloak graling 
inequalities. And the very idea of 
separate facilities, 
or 
separate 


rights is In itself a negation of 


the full and complete possession 
of privileges and immunities of 
citizenship." 
The brief supports the appeal of 
Elmer W. Henderson, a negro of 
this city. 


Henderson was a war-time trav- 


eling representative of the Fair Em- 
ployment Practices commission. He 
said he was unable to get a meal 
on a Southern Railway company 
diner during a 1942 trip to Bir- 
mingham. 
Later 
Southern 
rail- 
roads adopted a policy of setting 
aside a table or two for negroes in 
a curtained section of dining cars. 


But Henderson pressed his fight 
against such separate facilities.
